“We’re  running  (the  cool- 
ing System)  on  full  cold,  and  we’re 
just  comfortable.”

Elder  LeGrand  Richards,  a mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apos- 
tles of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  will  address 
the  BYU  Devotional  Assembly, 
Tuesday  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

ELDER  RICHARDS  became  the 
third  anostle  in  direct  family  des- 
cent. His  father  was  president 
George  F.  Richards  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  and  his  grandfather, 
Franklin  D.  Richards,  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Council.  He  is  also 
a nephew  of  Willard  Richards, 
pioneer  leader,  ar>ostle  and  counsel- 
or to  President  Brigham  Young. 

Having  served  as  a bishop,  high 
councilman,  stake  president,  and 
mission  president,  Elder  Richards 
was  appointed  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  Church  in  April  1938,  and  served 
until  April.  1958,  when  he  was  call- 
ed to  the  apostleship. 

ELDER  RICHARDS  began  his 
business  career  in  Portland,  Ore., 
as  assistant  secretary  for  the  Port- 
land Cement  Co.  in  1909.  He  re- 
turned to  Salt  Lake  City  as  secret- 
ary to  the  George  Romney  Lumber 
Co.  and  in  1916  he  opened  the  Le- 
Grand Richards  Realty  Co. 

He  married  Ina  Jane  Ashton  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Temple  in  1909.  and 
they  have  four  daughters  and  two 
sons.

Wilkinson  Center  Was  Needed 


As  the  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  Center  pas- 
ses throus'h  its  second  year  of  existence  on 
the  BYU'^campus,  thousands  of  the  newer 
students  may  wonder  how  the  University 
ever  got  along  without  it. 

IN  THE  YEARS  just  prior  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new'  center,  it  was  a struggle, 
but  somehow  the  multitudinous  activities 
that  are  carried  on  in  the  center  toda.v 
managed  to  keep  students  busy  in  the  old 
days,  too,  . . , , 

Time  was  when  all  the  activies  centered 
in  the  fourth  and  fifth  floors  of  the  Center 
were  carried  on  in  the  basement  of  the  Her- 
ald R.  Clark  building.  ^ . 

CROWDED  INTO  the  basement  of  that 
building  W'ere  the  offices  of  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  (studentbody  president 
and  four  vice-presidents  in  those  days), 
AWS  and  AMS  offices,  offices  for  the  var- 
ious class  officers,  offices  for  all  the  com- 
mittees (Elections,  Homecoming,  Junior 
Prom.,  etc.)  the  Banyan  office,  the  Daily 
Universe  office,  the  Publications  photo 
darkroom,  the  Publication's  Advisor’s  of- 
fice, the  offices  of  the  Journalism  Depart- 
ment chairman  (now'  it’s  the  Communica- 
tions Department) , the  offices  of  the  Daily 
Universe  advertising  salesinen,  and  the 
Journalism  Department  reading  room. 

It  was  so  crowded  at  times  down  there 
that  people  had  to  walk  down  the  hall  side- 
ways, and  not  even  take  a deep  breath  for 
fear  of  taking  more  than  their  share  of 
space. 


BUT,  CROWDED  as  it  was  downstairs, 
upstairs  in  the  Clark  building  was  the 
worst.  Up  there  was  the  University  Post 
Office,  the  Office  of  Student  Housing,  and 
down  in  the  west  end  was  the  bookstore. 

A student  just  didn’t  go  into  the  took- 
store  between  classes  in  those  days.  Mak- 
ing his  way  through  the  people  strolling 
in  the  aisles  and  waiting  in  the  cash  regis- 
ter lines  was  sure  to  consume  at  least  20 
minutes.  , . 

THOSE  WERE  the  days  when  the  most 
coveted  dance  tickets  were  for  the  East 
Gym  of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse.  That  was 
the  most  spacious  dance  floor  at  the  Uni- 
versity, comprising  the  vast  area  of  two 
whole  basketball  courts— certainly  nothing 
like  the  ballrooms  in  the  Wilkinson  Center- 
today.  ., 

The  center  of  the  daily  eating  activity 
in  pre-Wilkinson  Center  days  was  the  old 
Cougareat,  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
Joseph  Smith  Memorial  Building.  That  was 
a congested  conglomeration  of  cafeteria  and 
snack"'  bar  that  could  be  tucked  into  a cor- 
ner of  the  present-day  Wilkinson  Center 

WITH  NOTHING  better  at  hand,  stu- 
dents in  those  days  didn’t  seem  to  mind 
the  crowded  conditions  too  much,  and  cam- 
pus social  life  flowed  fairly  smoothly. 

But,  we  can  be  thankful  those  days  are 
gone  and  be  proud  of  the  facilities  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  the  beauty  the  build- 
ing ads  to  the  BYU  campus. 


Economic  Theory  Taught  At  BYU 
Questioned  By  Economics  Student

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  article 
is  printed  for  academic  interest.

Skousen  is  a freshman  Economics  ma- 
jor contributing  the  article  to  the 
Daily  Universe.  The  opinions  expressed 
are  his.  and  not  necessarily  those  of 
the  newspaper. 

Tne  cbmplete  absence  of  “aca- 
demic freedom”  in  the  classroom 
of  Economics  111  leaves  much  to 
be  desiied  of  the  Economics  De- 
partment. 

THE  STUDENT  accepts  pro- 
fessional objectivity  in  such  an 
economic  study  that  deals  with 
such  controversial  subjects  as 
government  spending,  tax  rates, 
fiscal  and  monetary  policies, 
farm  subsidies,  and  the  welfare 
state. 

Because  of  the  very  fact  that 
these  topics  are  debatable  should 
compel  the  professor  to  present  a 
fair  appraisal  of  both  sides  of 
an  argument,  even  though  he 
may  side  with  one  point  of  view. 

AND  SO  IT  should  be  with  Ec- 
onomics 111.  The  basic  text  is 
Paul  A.  Samuelson’s  Economics: 
An  Introductory  Analysis. 

The  author  does  a competent 
job  in  explaining  supply  and  de- 
mand. national  income,  the  fac- 
tors of  production,  and  so  forth; 
but  when  he  begins  to  talk  about 
fiscal  and  social  policies  of  the 
government,  his  political  bias  be- 
comes apparent. 

FOR  INSTANCE,  in  his  analy- 
sis of  possible  reduction  of  gov- 
ernment expenditures,  he  pre- 
sents two  alternatives:  1.  make 
government  more  efficient;  and  2. 
reduce  the  scope  of  government 
activities. 

It  is  the  latter  that  is  interest- 
ing. The  government,  he  says, 
can  “build  fewer  roads,  provide 
less  weather  information,  cease 
to  do  research,  or  abandon  con- 
servative activities.” 

BUT  THERE  are  almost  fun- 
damental activities  of  the  gov- 
ernment: Professor  Samuelson 
completely  ignores  the  possible 
reductions  that  are  obvious,  such 
as  foreign  aid  and  other  pork 
barrel  legislation,  welfare  pro- 
grams, farm  subsidies,  T.V.A.,  or 
aid  to  eaucation. 


IT  IS  interesting— if  not  appal- 
ling—how  the  author  treats  those 
who  oppose  socialistic  trends; 
“No  longer  does  modern  man 
seem  to  act  as  if  he  believed 
‘That  government  governs  best 
which  governs  least,’  ” or  in  oth- 
er words,  one  cannot  subscribe  to 
a limii'rd  government  and  at  the 
same  time  be  a “modern  man.” 

Similar  reasoning  is  used  for 
welfare  programs,  the  progres- 
sive income  tax,  government  con- 
trols, and  others. 

BUT  PERHAPS  Samuelson  s 
greatest  indictment  on  Economics 
Hi.  is  his  use  of  John  Maynard 
Keynes,  a Briti.>-h  economist  of 
the  thirties. 

Profe:sor  Samuelson  admits 
tha*  Ftynes  is  a controversial 
ecor^mist,  and  yet  he  uses  his 
ihtoucs  as  economic  truth.  He 
furmer  states  that  his  brand  of 
Kevnesrsm  “is  accepted  in  its 
broad  outlines  by  all  but  a few 
extreme  left-wing  and  right-wing 
writers.” 

BUT  THIS  PROVES  to  be  Sam- 
uelson’s Achilles’  heel,  for  I would 
hesitate  to  call  Friedrich  A.  Hay- 
ek,  Ludwig  Von  Mises,  Henry 
Hazlitt,  and  John  Chamberlain 
“extremists.”  Just  because  eco- 
nomics such  as  these  disagree 
with  Keynesian  thought  does  not 
warrant  such  a vitriolic  attack. 

J.  M.  Keynes,  though  in  dis- 
agreement, considered  F.  A.  Hay- 
ek  a noteworthy  and  highly  re- 
spectable economist  and  often 
praised  his  books.  Keynesian  pro- 
fessor, Seymour  Harris,  in  his 
book  John  Maynard  Keynes, 
regards  Von  Mises,  who  has  led 
the  attack  on  Keynes’  theories, 
a very  “competent”  economist. 
Henry  Hazlitt  has  been  on  the 
staffs  of  The  New  York  Times, 
The  Wall  Street  Journal,  and 
Newsweek.  John  Chamberlain  has 
written  for  Life,  The  New  York 
Times,  National  Review,  Har- 
per's, and  many  others.  The  list 
is  almost  endless. 

BUT  THE  existence  of  such 
men  is  wholly  negative  to  the  stu- 
dents of  Economics  111.  There  is 
only  a casual  mention  of  F.  A. 


Hayek.  And  thus  the  burden  of 
presenting  opposing  views  is  upon 
the  student  to  presert  views  op- 
posite to  that  of  Kevnes,  as  it 
always  is. 

The  supplementary  material  to 
the  intrc^uctory  course  follows 
the  same  vein  of  Samuelson’s  Ec- 
onomics. Heilbroner’s  The  World- 
ly Philosophers  is  a study  of  the 
great  economic  thinkers,  but  the 
author  puts  his  own  slant  to  the 
material  rather  than  letting  the 
great  thinkers  stand  by  them- 
selves. 

HEILBRONER  and  Berstein’s 
A Primer  on  Government  Spend- 
ing is  a direct  justification  for 
deficient  spending.  Some  teachers 
use  a less  biased  approach  by  use 
of  Hamovitch’s  The  Federal  Def- 
icit. which  gives  selections  of 
both  sides. 

But,  on  the  whole,  the  Eco- 
nomics Department  uses  the  Key- 
nesian view,  not  as  opinion,  but 
as  a reality.  The  outside  material 
for  business-economics  in  the 
BYU  Bookstore  lacks  a single  al- 
ternative to  the  “new  econom- 
ics,” when  there  are  over  a hun- 
dred written. 

I CALL  FOR  a fair  approach. 
“Academic  freedom”  demands  it. 
Book  selections  from  Hayek,  such 
as  The  Road  to  Serfdom,  Von 
Mises,  such  as  Socialism  and  Hu- 
man Action,  Hazzlitt,  such  as 
The  Failure  of  the  "New  Eco- 
nomics,'’ and  others  should  be 
made  available  to  the  student. 

But  this  alone  is  not  sufficient, 
for  here  again  the  student  must 
find  for  himself  the  ooposing  ar-

Dear  Editor: 

Throughout  the  Church  and  es- 
pecially heie  at  BYU  the  divine 
law  of  free  agency  is  paramount, 
and  honor  both  as  an  individual 
and  as  a group  is  emphasized.

I wouIq  like  to  cite  a few  ac- 
tual examples  of  what  I feel  are 
gros.s  Violations  of  honor  and 
agency.  Many  times  the  teaching 
assistant  in  my  TV  history  class 
has  been  booed  and  hissed  at 
while  making  announcements, 
and  students  have  been  jeered 
for  doing  well  on  tests.  Is  this 
true  maturity? 

FROM  MANY  sides  we  hear 
complaints  about  the  fines  levied 
against  those  who  (usually  delib- 
erately) break  traffic  laws  by 
parking  illegally,  running  red- 
lighls  and  stop  signs,  or  speed- 
ing Is  this  the  right  use  of  free 
agency?

PARIS,  Dec.  6 (AP)— French 
voters  Sunday  sharply  rejected 
President  ChraJes  De  Gaulle’s  cam- 
paign pica  for  majsive  support.  Re- 
turns built  up  toward  a stunning 
blow  to  the  pride  and  prestige  of 
the  75-year-old  chief  of  state. 

AS  RESULTS  POURED  in  early 
Monday  all  indications  pointed  to 
a humiliating  runoff  election.  De 
Gaulle  was  well  below  the  50  per 
cent  majority  needed  to  win  on  the 
first  round.  His  showing  was  hold- 
ing at  44  per  cent. 

Jean  Lecanuet,  45,  a middle-of- 
the-roader  who  styled  himself  the 
“French  Kennedy,”  was  cutting 
into  De  Gaulle’s  support,  although 
running  behind  Leftist  Francois 
Mitterand. 

Official  returns  for  16,288,442 
voters  out  of  a total  of  28,848,889 
registered  voters  gave:

DESPITE  RAINY,  stormy  fall 
weather,  some  85  per  cent  of  the 
electorate  turned  out  for  the  first 
popular  election  of  a french  Presi- 
dent since  1848.  The  15  per  cent  ab- 
stention rate  was  the  lowest  in 
post-war  french  elections. 

Mitterrand,  the  man  in  second 
place  is  supported  by  Communists 
and  socialists  plus  a fraction  of  the 
radical  socialist  party. 

THE  FRENCH  election  system 
calls  for  a second  ballot  on  Dec.  19 


if  no  candidate  gets  a majority  on 
the  first  round.  Only  the  two  top 
candidates  remain  in  the  runoff 
race. 

The  five  opposition  candidates 
knew  they  had  no  chance  of  win- 
ning on  the  first  try,  and  their  ef- 
fort was  concentrated  on  forcing 
a runoff. 

MITTERRAND  jubiliantly  watch- 
ed the  returns  roll  in  and  said  “A 
runoff  election  seems  to  be  certain 
. . . these  results  are  an  indication 
that  our  cause  was  right.” 


Waldeck  Rochet,  Secretary-Gen- 
eral of  the  Communist  Party,  call- 
ed the  returns  “A  defeat  for  per- 
sonal power.” 

Jacques  Chaban-Delmas,  an  ard- 
ent Gaullist  and  President  of  the 
National  Assembly,  conceded  the 
need  for  a runoff  election  when  he 
said  “It  appears  at  the  end  of  the 
first  round  that  General  De  Gaulle 
remains  the  central  force  around 
whom,  there  is  no  doubt,  a strong 
majority  will  group  itself  Dec.  19.”

“We  expected  the  two  (Illinois  and  Houston)  to  be  much 
tougher— especially  Houston,”  commented  hjgh-scoring  guard 
Dick  Nemelka  as  he  relaxed  with  a Sprite  following  Saturday 
night’s  rout  of  the  Texas  Cougars. 

"AFTER  WE  PLAY  Santa  Clara  on  the  Coast  and  St.  Jos- 
eph’s (ranted  No.  1 on  some  polls),  we’ll  know  just  how  good 
we  are,”  he  added  pensively. 

Neil  Roberts,  who  played  exceptionally  well  in  the  two-game 
series,  shared  the  feeling  that  “We’re  playing  much  better  on 
defense  this  year.  Having  Jeff  (Congdon)  in  there  makes  a big 
difference;  he  forces  the  other  team  to  make  a lot  of  bad  passes 
and  other  mistakes.”

Coach  Watts  had  his  charges  up  early  Saturday  for  a ses- 
sion on  the  boards,  and  promised  that  extra  time  would  be 
spent  this  week  at  the  charity  stripe. 

SPORTSMANSHIP  GOT  off  to  an  equally  good  start  in  the 
weekend  basketball  activity.  The  “boo-pirds”  were  unusually 
silent  in  the  two  outings,  and  courtesy  was  the  key  work  on 
all  sides. 


THE  CONGDON-NEMELKA  guard  combination  has  to  rank 
among  the  best  in  college  basketball.  Between  them  they  ex- 
celled in  all  phases  of  the  game  over  the  weekend. 

Coach  Watts  was  beaming  with  pleasure  over  the  perform- 
ance of  his  proteges.  “Our  adjustment  to  the  different  defenses 
was  wonderful,”  the  veteran  BYU  mentor  analyzed  following  the 
Houston  affair,  “and  the  boys  were  collapsing  well  against 
Houston— the  defensive  play  in  general  was  very  good.” 


The  lllini  players,  primed  to  take  the  floor  for  the  second 
half,  graciously  delayed  their  re-entry  until  Coach  Tom  Hud- 
speth had  concluded  his  remarks  concerning  the  Downtown 
Coaches’  awarding  of  a color  TV  to  him  in  recognition  of  his 
successful  drive  to  the  WAC  football  championship.

guments;  certainly,  it  would  be 
absurd  to  suppose  that  a Key- 
nesian professor  would  present 
both  views  fairly.  To  acnieve  a 
proper  balance  of  conflicting  in- 
terests, therefore,  books  of  Ha- 
ck, Von  Mises,  etc.  should  be 
required  reading  along  with  ileil- 
broner  and  Galbraith. 

THESE  BOOKS  are  adva.it^'AC- 
ous  to  the  student,  for  they  pre- 


sent two  distinct  and  opposite 
views.  However,  a text  such  as 
.Samueison’s  is  deceptive  since  it 
proposes  to  give  both  sides  lair- 
ly,  and  yet,  in  reality,  presents 
only  one. 

It  should,  therefore,  be  replac- 
ed by  a more  objective  textbook. 
I am  not  advocating  an  end  to 
such  booKS  as  ,A  primer  on  Gov- 
ernment Spending  or  Galbraiths 
The  Affluent  Society,  but  I do  not 
take  the  opposite  extreme  by 
shunning  the  books  of  Hayek,  Von 
Mises,  et  al.
